moſt given to quarrelling : therefore he was ſaid to be-bred 
in the cold Northetn countries, for the Northern-people by 
reaſon of abundance of bloud, and exceflive drinking, axe 
moſt given to ſtrife and contention. He was worſhipped 
in Lemnos, where men were ſacrificed to him, to ſhew the 
cruclty of ſouldiers,and of that place in particularthis com- 
panions were fear,and anger,and'clamor ; for theſe doin.

| the tw6 horſes that drew his chariot' ,and Bellong his ſiſter 
with a blogdy whip did ill wait upon him : for this cauſe. 
the Wolf of all creatures moſt ſavage, and the rayenous 
Vulture,and the watchful Dog, and the cheating Pye, 'and 
the Cock alſo, which is a warlike' and quarrelſom bird, 
weze all dedicated to him. The Scythians dedicated only td

eſtate ; hence Mars was ſaid to be born. in Thracta, to ſhew 
what a warlike Nation that was; and' becauſe the horſe is 2 
warlike creature, therefore he was ſacrificed to Mars: & his 
charriot was drawn by horſes in ancient pifures,he himſelf 
fitting on high in his compleat and terrible arms, both of- 
fenſive and defenſive: Fame,having her body and wingsfull 
of eys,cars, and tongues ſounds the trumpet before him, to 
ſhew that wars oftentimes follow upon ey1] reports.

A He Egyptians were wont to paint Fupitef putting an 


egge out of his mouth, and out of that Yulcan pro= 
ceedang 3. to expreſs unto us, that (od created the world, 
and our of that drew the natural heat which giveth yege- 
tation toall things: -ſo that ſometimes by Yulcan they un- 
derſtood the natural heat which 1s in the creatures ; and 
ſometimes our earthly fire,which becauſe it is ſouſetul for 
the making of many' things, they called Vulcan the Smith 
of the gods, and they attributed ro him a ſmoaky and 
dusky kind of thunder and lightning, as they did the red 
lightning to Fupiter, and the white to Minervs, And be- 
cauſe the flame of our fire doth not aſcend in a ſtraight line, 
but crookedly, therefore ' they ſaid that Pulcen was lame: 
and becauſe thunder-bolts and lightning fall out of the 
air upon the earth, they feigned that Vulcan fell from hea- 
yen into Lexmos. So becauſe the Lion 1s an hot, ' furious, 
and fiery creature, they conſecrated the Lion to Vulcan,
